Dear Fellow Postal Diplomacy Enthusiast: 

It was recently announced that Randolph Smyth, Custodian of the North American Zine 
and Gamemaster Polls (aka the "Runestone" Poll) has transferred his custodianship of 
this eight year hobby institution to Bruce Linsey, former publisher of the now folded 
voice of Doom . It is my strongest belief that Randolph has unwittingly perpetuated a 
gross injustice and breach of faith upon our hobby by not opening up the process to the 
general hobby of choosing a successor. I do not believe that Bruce will be either a 
capable or effective custodian of the polls, ny desire with this letter is to make this 
clearly unacceptable situation known to as many people as possible and to draw support 
for a new Custodian to run the polls. 

There are two major reasons why Bruce is not suited to be the custodian of the Leeder 
Poll. The first relates to his personal qualities and the second to his reputation in 
the nobby and the effect that will nave on the success of the poll. A failing in either 
instance should be grounds enough for disqualification as an effective custodian, and 
in this case he clearly fails both tests. 

First a word about Randolph' s transfer to Bruce. I am not faulting or blaming Randolph 
for his decision to let Bruce run it. He was obviously unaware of the storm of protest 
this would cause in the hobby. This is not surprising that he should be so unaware. The 
Runestone Poll was first started by John Leeder, a Canadian, and was excellently run 
for several years by him. Last year it was transferred to Randolph Smyth and he ran it 
for one year. I think it is safe to say that Canadian players and publishers are a 
little isolated and out of touch with the American part of the North American diplomacy 
hobby and this has not necessarily been a shortcoming. This insulation from the 
general mainstream added to the legitimacy of the Polls by providing a neutral eddy in 
which to conduct it. But that same insulation prevented Randolph from knowing enough 
about current events and enabled Bruce to portray himself in a slanted light to 
Randolph. It wasn't his fault, but we are left with a serious problem nonetheless. 

For he chose an individual who has had some serious charges leveled against him and 
they are not being answered directly. Many of you are aware of the charges being thrown 
about. Most of my information, like yours, is second hand. But I do know one charge 
that is true myself where Bruce has lied to coverup a crime he did. He has in the past 
said he didn't charge long distance phone calls to other people without them knowing 
about it. I asked him on the phone last month if it was true. He said, to me, yes, he did 
charge a number of calls to a business phone number his brother provided him with. He 
was caught by the phone company ano forced to pay for the calls. He says he won't do it 
again. Uh huh. If he's recanted to me on this point, how long until the other charges 
are substantiated? 

This may not be proof enough for you or a serious enough crime to cause you to feel he 
shouldn't run the Runestone Poll. Fine, I don't feel I'm going to change anyone's 
minds with this letter. But the second reson he isn't suited, his reputation, is a 
serious enough impediment in itself. I would like to point out that irregardless of 
whether these charges are true or not there are a large number of people, myself 
included, who are not goinq to send oal lots to Bruce Linsey and will thus effectively 
boycott the Runestone" Poll even though that is not what we want to do as it is a 
worthwhile and entertaining activity. But I will not send him a ballot or plug it one 
bit . 

What I am proposing is that we find someone who would like to run the Runestone Poll and 



offer him/her our support. (I'll volunteer if no one else does Out I'd rather not) All 
of the people who would not vote with Bruce Linsey running it could vote hpre we 
wouldn't call it a "counter" Runestone Poll, or a "second" poll or even thp "real" 
poll. Just the Runestone Poll. Plug it as normal, only this one with a legitimate 
Custodian with his address . d 

This sort of this is not without precedent in the hobby's history, several years ago 
Rod walker believed, for one reason or another, that the hobby would De better off with 
two Game Openings Announcements services. So he started his own and now we nave two 
And we probably are better off with two. The same is true here - as it stands, we could 
lose up to firty percent of the participation in the Poll if there was only one 
custodian. Why not have two and get everyone to vote? 

I would like to hear your comments and (hopefully) your suDport for this oroiect. The 
Runestone Poll really belongs to ail of the hobby members, 'to be assumed and conducted 
• Uft tm approval of us. A unilateral and uninformed transfer to a person who cannot 
possibly run the Poll in an effective manner is not a legitimate transfer I intend to 
enlist whatever support I can to find someone else run the Runestone Poll and return it 
to a respected and well participated poll of the hobby's zines and gamemasters.

The Ethical Bruce Linsey Responds 
"It's My Hobby Too!" 

Recently a letter about me was circulated by Kathy Byrne and published in several 
of the hobby's zines. For those of you who may not have seen this letter (it was titled 
"The Ethical Bruce Linsey"), it contained a number of serious charges against me. I am 
accused of writing a "sick letter" to Kathy* s 12- year-old daughter. I am accused of 
calling Bob Arnett (who used to publish a zine called Vo Ike rwande rung ) dishonest, and 
then refusing to provide any details. I am accused of filing a formal complaint with 
the State Troopers against Jack Masters(who used to publish a zine called Black Frog ) . 
I am accused of going after Bill Highfield's career, and for very unflattering reasons 
at that. I am charged with driving Kathy from her position as BNC, and of attempting 
to get her in trouble by charging ray phone calls so that her employer was stuck with 
the bill. Some of these, especially the "sick letter" and the business about the phone 
calls, are quite serious charges. I'm not sure why Kathy is saying all these things 
about me, but I do feel that I need to answer the charges. They are, in a word, false. 
I'll cover them one by one. I am asking that those publishers who printed Kathy *s letter 
print this statement as my reply. 

Kathy claims that I wrote a "sick letter" to her daughter, and other people have 
been publicly repeating this claim. Bob 01 sen, writing in North Sealth West George , 
talks of the "smutty hate letters" I send to children, and in a circular letter of his 
own on the topic, Tom Hurst calls it "vulgar, obscene filth." So this is clearly an 
extremely serious charge, and if true, I should be railroaded out of the hobby forthwith. 
But is the accusation true? Absolutely not . I have never sent any such letter to 
Francine Byrne or any other child. But don't take my word for it — after all, Kathy 
says that she can prove this, and "that proof is available to anyone." Want to bet? 
Mark Berch has written to Kathy three times, asking for the proof, and she has totally 
ignored him. (Documentation of this appears in Diplomacy Digest #84, pp 10-11, and 
Voice of Doom #100, p. 95.) If the charge were true, it would be easily proven because 
Kathy could produce a copy of the letter. She hasn't and won't — the letter never 
existed. I ask that before anyone condemns me for this, please write to Kathy and ask 
for the proof she has offered, and see what you get. 

I might add that even some of Kathy's best friends do not believe this charge. Do 
the names Joan Extrom, Eric Kane, and Gary Coughlan mean anything to you? All three 
are well-known and highly regarded throughout the hobby, of course, but the point is 
that all three are close mutual friends of both Kathy and me. And none of them believes 
that I would, or did, write a nasty letter to a child — especially in light of Kathy's 
inability to prove it. And yes, I have the permission of all three to say that. Brother, 
you can bet that the nasty letter to Francine is a charge that Kathy is wishing right 
about now she had never invented . 

The next accusation is that I called Bob Arnett dishonest and refused to provide 
details. The fact of the matter is that I spent over six pages in Voice of Doom (#^5, 
pp 2-8) outlining why I considered Bob Arnett dishonest. Now some people agreed with 
that assessment and others disagreed, but let's not try to alter history. I did 
provide the details, and Kathy Byrne and John Caruso did receive that issue. And 
incidentally, I wonder if Kathy Byrne is defending the same Bob Arnett that I remember. 
The Bob Arnett that I knew folded very messily, orphaning his games and keeping the 
game fees, when he left the hobby. 

Now we get to Jack Masters and my "formal complaint" to the State Troopers against 
him. I did nothing of the sort. The details of my dispute with Masters have been 
printed in Voice o_f Doom (#100, pp 252-253) i and I did not file a complaint with the 
police. Terry Tallman has embellished this charge still further, saying that the FBI 
actually contacted Masters' employer. Baloney. Neither the FBI nor Masters' employer 
was involved in any way. As a side note, those of you who remember the last few issues 
°f Black Frog will recall that Masters went absolutely off the deep end and attacked 
a number of people. Among the attacks were some extremely vile statements about Kathy 
Byrne's sex life, stater-ants that would sicken any decent person. And yet now, three 
years later, Kathy refers to "the truth tnai^Masters is printing about him (nie) M . How 



would she like it, I wonder, if I were to claim that Masters' statements about her 
were "the truth"? How quickly Kathy seems to have forgotten... 

u< w~ T v!. CaSe ° f Bil1 Hi S hfield is different in many ways. I did in fact write to 
Highfield s naval commander, but not for the reasons Kathy gives. There was in fact a 
series of death threats sent from Bill to various other members of the hobby, among 
them Kathy Byrne. I don't wish to go into any great detail here, since the affair was 
discussed at some length in Voice of Doom (#98, pp 2-4). I stand by what I did, and a 
fJ uS ° f my readers have Publicly agreed. It is unfortunate that some members of 
the hobby, including Kathy, are now trying to assign some very unflattering motives to 
my action, and Kathy sarcastically comments, "Boy, this man certainly does get a lot of 
death threats." — the clear implication being that I fabricated the story. However, 
I have in my possession several death threats written by Bill Highfield. 

The next of Kathy 's charges is that I drove her from her position as BNG. For 
the record, and I'm sure we can all agree on this, Kathy did an excellent Job with the 
numbers. But the fact of the matter is that she did call me and threaten to declare my 
fw e L * S ' f ° r reaSons havin S nothing to do with the games. The call was made in 
tne neat of anger, and perhaps I should have taken the threat less seriouslv than I 
did. Certainly I didn't feel then, and don't feel now, that this is any reason to 
replace her as BNC, especially since she never attempted to carry out the threat. I 
don t care who's the BNC, so long as that person does an honest and efficient job. 
Kathy states that "The man is doing everything in his power to ruin the BNs, yet every 
statement that he has made about me and my mishandling of the numbers has yet to be 
proven." Well, I haven't accused Kathy of mishandling the numbers. And, although I 
have publicly expressed the opinion that the Boardman Numbers are not the most essential 
of hobby services, that's a far cry from trying to ruin them. 

All right, all right, so it's my word against Kathy* s as to whether the above- 
mentioned phone call took place. But if anyone thinks it would be totally out of character 
ff U4 7 misuse her position as BNC, think again. In the latest issue of Everything, 

which is supposed to be a neutral hobby service zine (and which is paid for by^rour 

money and mine, I might add), Kathy has attacked me on the front page, accusing me of 
trying to disrupt the Boardman Numbers and of "pure hatred and lies." I don't think 
that it's fair for Kathy to use her position as BNC as a weapon against me in a feud, 
and therefore I feel that her comments about me in Everything were totally out of line. 
I 11 quickly tell you a story about an event now several years old: I once threatened 
to use Supernova as a vehicle to express my side of the story in a feud with Caruso. I 
was immediately called down, and rightly so — Supernova is a hobby service, not a forum 
lor feuding. I withdrew the threat and nowadays would never be so crass as to repeat 
it. But by the same token, I object to Kathy's use of the official publication of the 
Boardman Number Custodian to feud with me. It isn't fair, and at the very least it 
illustrates her willingness to use her hobby position to gain leverage in a personal 
dispute. 

Kathy's final charge is that I have tried to get her in trouble by making her 
employer pay for my phone calls. I absolutely deny this, and challenge Kathy to produce 
a phone bill listing the incriminating calls. If her story were true, then of course 
she could do this. But it isn't, and she can't. 

Some other points In Kathy's letter require only passing mention. She has accused 
me of offering to send around one of her not-for-print letters — but she conveniently 
forgot to mention that the letter was already published (with her permission) in Mark 
Larzelere's zine, Appalling Greed . Kathy herself has offered to send around a letter 
from Alex Lord which she says gives Alex's "true assessment of Bruce Linsey" — but she 
forgot to mention that this letter Is well over a year old, that Alex specifically 
requested that the letter not be made public, and that Alex's "true assessment" of me 
is that I'm a "good, dependable friend" (Voice of Doom #100, p. 72). Kathy says that 
I have been trying to drive her out of the hobby, but this is absurd — Kathy cannot be 
driven out of the hobby any more than can Mark Berch, or Rod Walker. ..or Bruce Linsey. 
I personally have no interest in seeing Kathy leave the hobby, as she has been and will 
continue to be an asset to it in many ways. 



Before I close, I wish to address myself briefly to Kathy's public supporters — 
the people who have been repeating her charges because of their doglike trust in Kathy's 
every word. Folks, you are a large part of the reason that this response had to be 
made public. Kathy's statements in isolation I might have been able to let slide, but 
the fact that her charges are being repeated and believed makes it necessary to set the 
record straight. I wonder if any of you gentlemen — and I'm referring especially to 
Bob Olsen, Tom Hurst, and Steve Langley — even cares about the facts enough to ask Kathy 
for her proof. I wonder if any of you believes deep down that I should have to live 
under the cloud of a sick letter to Franc ineL that I never wrote, 

Kathy and I both have a lot to contribute to this hobby, and we will both continue 
to do so. Kathy will be co-editing Diplomacy World with Rod Walker, and in this they 
both have my full support. I will be continuing my work with Supernova and conducting 
the Runestone Poll starting next year. How nice it would be if we could coexist. But 
I'm sorry — it's my hobby too, and I'm not just going to go away because of Kathy 
and her phony charges. The problem in this dispute lies with Kathy Byrne's actions, 
not mine. There will be no peace so long Kathy continues to .spread these ugly 
stories about me and people believe them . This is not a rhetorical question: What 
would each of you do in my dilemma?

Nov, here is the status (very briefly) as I see it: 

Fred Davis, in Bushwacker #157 and 153, has renewed his proposal to allow proxy 
(by-mail) voting on DipCon sites by the postal hobby at large, or by postal 
publishers and gms. Rod supports this, Terry is against it, and I'm undecided. 

Several hobby members called for a secret scoring system at the last two DipCons. 
This has not been implemented, but we do need to decide whether the tournament 
should try to prevent "playing the system". 

The current site rotation provides for four zones, with two eligible each year. 
Some would like to change this to provide fewer zones, thereby rotating the 
DipCon site to the East Coast more often. All three members of the Committee 
oppose any change in the current DipCon Charter on this score. 

I do not have any information or files from Al Pearson on previous DipCons. This 
would include financial data. DipCon needs some firm guidelines on how to take 
in and spend out funds. Various proposals are floating about, but few have 
defined the purpose behind any DipCon surplus. 



Current Financial Statements The Committee is holding $20 from DipCon XVT in 
Detroit. When Al sends along the records, a DipCon passbook account will be 
opened. 



ROTATION AND SITE SELECTION: Eligible for DipCon XIX in 1986 are Zones I & IV. 
This includes the Rocky Mountains, the Pacific Coast- Alaska and Hawaii, and the 

S astern Seaboard. Strategicon of Anaheim (near L.A. ) will probably bid for 
ipCon XIX. What I have heard from Eastern publishers indicates there will be 
at least two bids from Zone I. 

As Chairman, I will offer this restriction (and will propose it as a formal 
amendment in Seattle): all site bids and amendments must be presented to the 
Chairman, or his appointed replacement who chairs the DipCon Society meeting, 
before the meeting, and with at least 25 copies. I will not have people voting 
on vague proposals, or proposals they have not been allowed to examine. 

Other than this, I will try to remain neutral on the content of most proposals. 
It may gall me, but if I'm to run the meeting I will need to be very even- 
handed. I will offer my opinion, but I will abide by the decisions of the other 
Committee members and the hobby-at-large. 

Procedural notes: any bids from Zones 2 and 3 be offered, but votes for 
such bids count as half -votes. Remember that nothing precludes bids from the 
Canadian provinces of Saskatchewan, Alberta, B.C., or east of Sk* W (or from 
Puerto Rico, for that matter). 

A copy of the DipCon Society Charter, as amended through DipCon XVII, is avail- 
able from the Committee Chairman for 50^ (US stamps accepted). The deadline 
for submissions for Ectopia #2 is January 3, 19$5. 

Is there anything I've forgotten? Probably. I beg your indulgence for the 
certain errors of my inexperience, and don't be surprised if I try not to wade 
in with the big sluggers the next year. Maybe a little innocence is what this 
job needs.
